TWO ROBBERIES 


IN SAME HOME 


Many robberies have been com- 


mitted in Gettysburg and Adams 
county during recent weeks, most of 
which have not been reported to lo- 
cal or state police. 


One Gettysburg woman was rob- 


bed of two $500 Liberty bonds sev- 
eral weeks ago and a few days ago 
the same woman was robbed of be- 
tween $200 and $300 in cash. The 
first robbery of the two Liberty bonds 
was reported to local police two 
days after the loss was discovered 
but the recent robbery of several 
hundred dollars has not been re- 
ported as yet. 


Other robberies have beea unof- 


ficially reported but local and state 
police have no record of them or of 
their being reported to them for ac- 
tion. 


Several Suspects 


The largest robbery, that of the 


two $500 Liberty bonds and the sev- 
eral hundred dollars in cash, was 
committed in the residence of a lo- 
cal woman, apparently while the 
woman was in the home. Several 
suspects have be«n nnder surveil- 
lance but concrete evidence has not 
been secured with the result that 
local police have been unable to 
make an arrest. s ' ' ' 
- The theft-of the two Liberty bonds 
was nofreported until two" days 
after the loss was discovered. Lo- 
cal police, The Times learns, se- 
cured the serial number of the two 
bonds and sent this information over 
the state police teletype system.-

-*ficial, but authentic;"K>urce~ that 


'je local wonmn had been in the 


habit of concealing cash and securi- 
ties in crockery pots, glass Jars in 
-her cupboard and underneath rugs 
and that she revealed these hiding 
places on several occasions when 
she made purchases from strangers. 


Police Give Warning 


Police state that certain people 


make it a business to ascertain the 
names of individuals who keep large 
sums of money in their homes and 
then through some ruse gain ad- 
mittance, obtain-the confidence of 
the owner of the money or bonds, 
eventually making way with the val- 
uables. 


Police also urged local residents to 


report, at once, any robbery or theft 
within their homes in order that in- 
vestigators may start working on the 
case at once and before the thieves 
make a get-away. 


Several other smaller robberies 


have been brought to the attention 
of local and state police but always 
.from unofficial sources.

Chicago, June 15 (AP). —Taking 


up the quick-step of a real conven- 
tion show at last, the republicans to- 
day marched and shouted in a 20- 
minute demonstration for Hoover, 
adopted without a murmur the ad- 
ministration sapported report of a 
credentials committee and got ahead 
with its affairs with a dispatch 
which showed the president and his 
friends firmly at the helm of party 
affairs. 


A tribute to the Hoover record, m 


the course of a np-roaring republi- 
can speech* by Congressman Snell, 
the permanent chairman, started 
the 20 minutes of noise and disor- 
der as the delegates from every state 
circled the arena. 


The whirling, pushing throng was 


led by Governor Rolph, of Cali- 
fornia, Mr. Hoover's own. state. One 
after another Illinois, last of all, the 
delegates took up their state stand- 
ards and marched m a yelling pa- 
rade. Wisconsin Hoover men, ju- 
bilant to be in the majority in their 
state after years of defeat, handed 
their standard up to the speaker's 
platform and National Chairman 
Fess waved it high for all to see. 


It was the first touch of life since 


the big show opened yesterday. The 
delegates seemed to enjoy it im- 
mensely and settled back in their 
seats afterward smiling and inter- 
ested as Snell went on with the 
speech which made up most of the 
early proceedings.

To Accept Vice 


President Post

Dawcs, in Washington, that he 
would not accept the Republican 
vice presidential nomination if it 
is offered to him by the convention, 
inspired followers of Charles Curtis 
today but did not entirely quench 
the fervor of the Dawes supporters.

TAX ON CHECKS 
STARTS JUNE 21 


Local Bankers Do Not Feel 
Checking Accounts Will Suf- 


fer; Optimistic. 


Local bankers today expressed the 


belief that the federal tax on bank 
paper, such as checks, drafts or 
orders to pay, will not result in few- 
er checking accounts or bank de- 
posits. 


The tax of two cents on each 


check, draft or order to pay g»es 
into effect on June 21. 


"People who are accustomed to 


paying their bills by check will not 
stop that practice because of the 
two-cent tax on checks," one banker 
said, "although some who pay three 
and four times a month on accounts 
may wait and pay on the account 
once a month." 


Bankers 
said 
the 
customers' 


checking accounts would be debited 
once a month with the two-cent 
charge on each chepk drawn during 
that period. 


The new federal tax law also im- 


poses a three per cent tax on elec- 
tric light bills. At the local busi- 
ness office of the Associated Gas. 
and Electric company, it was stated 
today that a study of how this tax 
is to be applied is being made, and 
that announcement would be made 
later.

Apple And Peach Crop 
Throughout Country 
Generally Will Be 


Smaller. 


PREDICT GOOD 


SIZE, QUALITY 


Apple and peach crops In Adams 


county will be larger this y»ar than 
last, and if money were plentiful 
growers would receive banner prices 
for their fruit, leading orchardists 
and shippers said today. 


The apple crop throughout the 


United States is slightly larger than 
last year, according to government 
statistics, while the peach crop, as 
a whole, will be considerably less 
than in 1931. 


What prices Adams county grow- 


ers of commercial varieties of ap- 
ples wfll receive could not be fore- 
cast today by county exporters, al- 
though it was indicated that the 
price would be above last year. 


The weather has been favorable 


to the growth and development ef 
Adams county's commercial apple 
crop this spring, and the fruit is ex- 
pected to be of good size and qual- 
ity where orchards have been care- 
fully cultivated. and sprays have 
been used judiciously.. 


Small U. S. Crop 
. 


East of the Rocky mountains the 


peach crop is reported to be the 
smallest on record, except in cer- 
tain sections, such as Adams county, 
where the crop, barring unforeseen 
incidents such as hail and prolonged 
drought, will be considerably above 
last year's yield. 


In Georgia, • 18,000 „ carloads of 


peaches were. exported last year. 
This year the estimated export total' 
of that state will.be approximately 
3,500 carloads'.' The middle west has 
practically no peaches, frost having 
killed the. bjossoms earlier in the 
spring, reports reveaL 


With such conditions existing in 


the peach industry, Adams county 
growers consider themselves fortu- 
nate. The blossoms,, which were un- 
usually thick this year, escaped 
freezing weather, and since then the 
drop has been normal. 


Expect Good Price 


The Elberta crop of "peaches, 


which starts moving about August 
15, should bring Adams county grow- 
ers a profitable return on" their in~ 
vestments, orchardists predict. 


If this county had its present crop 


of peaches in normal times, the fruit 
would bring from $3.50 to $4 a 
bushel, but unless the economic sit- 
uation clears bsfore the peaches 
start moving ^toward markets the 
price will be' considerably under 
those figures. 


Nevertheless, with the peach crop 


of the country far below normal, 
prices are expected to be higher 
than last year. 


"Adams county fruit growers have 


little or nothing to worry about in 
connection with their fruit crops 
this year," one leading grower said 
today, "and every one should end 
the season with money in the bank."

SHORT WEIGHTS 


TO BE STOPPED 


Warn Coal Dealers Who Have 
Been Fleecing Customers 
With Short Weights. 


So m any complaints of shortage in 
the weight of anthracite coal hauled 
by individual truckers have been 
received by the department of in­ 
ternal affairs that Secretary of In ­ 
ternal Affairs Philip H. Dewey today 
directed C. J. Cullen, director of the 
bureau of standard weights and 
measure* in the department, to make 
certain 
th a t 
customers get full 
measure for their money. 
Recently, deputy inspectors in the 
bureau have been making tests on 
the highways in co-operation with 
local weights and measures inspec­ 
tors with the result that a number 
of prosecutions have been institut­ 
ed because the full weight to be 
charged for was not on the trucks. 
It has been learned that a number 
of unscrupulous dealers who truck 
from the mines to the homes of 
consumers have been given full 
weight a t the mines but have sold 
several bushels of coal enroute, the 
original consumer in turn receiving 
a short load. 
Strict Enforcement 
During the summer months, Sec­ 
retary Dewey believes that trans­ 
portation of coal on the highways 
of the commonwealth will be great­ 
ly Increased and accordingly he is 
anxious to see strict enforcement of 
the weights and measures laws per­ 
taining to coal. 
In discussing the situation today, 
Secretary Dewey pointed out th at 
consumers can ald inspectors in a 
big way by getting in touch with 
them if there is belief that they 
have been short weighted or de­ 
frauded. He added that complaints 
should be made Immediately follow­ 
ing delivery to either the depart­ 
ment of internal affairs or to the 
city or county inspector of weights 
and measures who will be ready at 
all times to measure the coal aud

ternal Affairs Philip H. Dewey today 
directed C. J. Cullen, director of the 
bureau of standard weights and 


department, to make 


certain, that customers get full 
measure -for their money. - 


Recently, deputy inspectors in the 


bureau have been making tests on 
the highways in co-operation with 
local weights and measures inspec- 
tors with the result that a number 
of prosecutions have been institut- 
ed became the full weight to be 
charged for was not' on the trucks. 
It has been learned that a number 
of unscrupulous dealers who truck 
from the mines to the homes of 
consumers have been given lull 
weight at the mines but have sold 
several bushels of coal enroute, the 
original consumer in turn receiving 
a short load.

retary Dewey .believes that trans- 
portation of coal on. the highways 
of the commonwealth will be great- 
ly increased and- accordingly he is 
anxious to see strict enforcement_of :
